hear t of the mountains, the home 
of Power s, the r epublican secr e­ 
tar y of state, and was with the first 
lot of mountaineer s that went to 
Fr ankfor t at the call of Taylor and 
his adviser s. 
E ver since the assassination Gol­ 
den has been sur r ounded by de­ 
tectives, who followed him fr om 
Fr ankfor t to Bar bour ville and have

W hile passing an alley the child 
was seized by the negr o, who cov­ 
er ed her mouth with one of his 
hands, for ced her back into the 
dar k alley and accomplished his 
pur pose. 
The child was ter r ibly 
lacer ated and so badly injur ed that 
she is in a cr itical condition, and 
for a time her r ecover y was doubt­ 
ful. 
Her 
par ents 
offer ed a 
re­ 
war d of $500 tor the arrest of the 
negr o. 
Sunday after noon five negr oes 
wer e ar r ested on suspicion, four in 
Joplin and one in Or onogo. Thr ee 
of the suspects wer e tur ned loose, 
but one is held in the joplin jail 
and the one ar rested at Or onogo. 
A howling mob of 1 , 0 0 0 enr aged 
men 
sur r ounded 
the 
city 
jail 
until 1 0 o ’clock last night, demand­ 
ing the negr o who assaulted the 
little gir i. 
In vain the officers on guar d tried 
to quiet the mob and pr evail upon 
them to defer action, but ever y ef­ 
for t to talk was cr ied down. 
The mob br oke 
the jail office 
windows 
and 
many 
of 
them 
cr owded into the office. Dur in » the 
excitement the lights wer e tur ned 
down and the negr o w^as smuggled 
out thr ough a side door by the po­ 
lice and spir ited away and then the 
leader s of the mob wer e per mitted 
to sear ch the jail, finding no negr o 
there. 
Uhev told the mob he was 
gone and the mob disper sed. 
Then the cr y of “

thage” arose and many of the dis­ 
appointed mob star ted to Car thage 
to get the other negr o in jail there 
suspected of the same cr ime.

Big Strike of Machinists Is to 
Be Ordered. 


MAY TIE UP RAILROADS. 


Chica go Tro ubles Respo nsible fo r 
Disa greement Tha t Will Affect 
the United Sta tes. 


A fter the conference between 
representativ es of the International 
Association of Machin'sts 
the 
administrativ e council of the N a ­ 
tional Metal Trade» Association 
« nded at 
i 130 
o’clock Sunday 
morning, 
in Chicago, President 
Jam es O ’Connell, of the union, de­ 
clared that strikes would be called 
immediately in 
all parts of the 
U nited States and Canada. 
Such 
strikes would inv olv e 100,000 men, 
and cause to be shut down for an 
indefinite period plant» hav ing an 
a I £ regate capital of million» of dol­ 
lars. 
Chicago labor trouble» are re­ 
sponsible for 
the 
disagreement 
which is expected to precipitate 
the general 
machinists' 
strike. 
W ere it not for the fact that lead­ 
er» of the machinists’ union refused 
to call off the strike» that now ex­ 
ist in Chicago, Columbus, O., and 
Patersou, N . J., the manufacturers 
and leaders, it is believ ed, would 
hav e come to an amicable agree­ 
m ent, and arbitration would hav e 
been permanently established be­ 
tween the National Metal Trade» 
association and International A s­ 
sociation of Machinists. 
The members of the executiv e 
board of the machinists’ union, 
howev er, refused to call off the 
Chicago strike, as they declared 
that if they did the Chicago local 
would secede from the internation­ 
al association. 
W hen the refusal 
of the machinists to end the strike 


was presented to the manufactur­ 
ers, they issued an ultimatum to the 
labor leaders, and on their refusal 
to agree to its prov isions, all nego­ 
tiations weie broken off. 
Before leav ing the rooms 
in 
which the joint conference was 
held, President James O ’Connell, 
of the international union, declared 
that the union would begin imme­ 
diately to call strikes in all parts of 
the country. 
The first of these 
strikes will be called in Clev eland, 
O. 
A fter all the large cities hav e 
been tied up, strikes will be called 
in the machine shops of all the rail­ 
roads in the country. 
A Clev eland, O., dispatch of the 
18 th inst. 
says: 
“ Fully 
1,200 
union mfchinists held a stormy 
meeting here today, and for fiv e 
hours and ov er they discussed the 
question of going 
&n a strike. 
It 
was only by using the lash that the 
leaders, among them Vice Presi­ 
dent Ferguson, of the national as­ 
sociation, were able to restrain the 
men from declaring a strike, to go 
into effect tomorrow. 
It is prob­ 
able, howev er, that the men will 
go out within twenty-four hours. 
The object of the leaders in re­ 
straining the men is only to await 
the final result of the conference in 
Chicago. 
“ In the meantime the men are 
putting forth ev ery effort to get 
things in as good shape as possible 
for a long and bitter struggle. The 
plan is to get ev ery machinist in 
the city in line, both union and 
non-union men, in order to present 
a solid front against the manufac­ 
turers. 
“ The officials of the different lo­ 
cal machinists’ unions claim that 
tkey hav e already secured the sig­ 
nature of nearly ev ery non-union 
man in the city to an agreement, 
promising to stand by the union in 
the struggle. It is believ ed tonight 
that the 2500 machinists of the city 
will go out. 
“ A meeting will be held, either 
tomorrow or Tuesday, of all the 
machinists of the city. 
James 
O ’Connell, president of the inter­ 
national union, is to attend.”

It was a desperate 
situation, as in a few minutes more 
all would h ave perish ed. 
“ Hang on a little longer, and 
I ’ll pull y ou th rough , boy s,” said 
the *h obo,’ as h e got down and 
made a dash for th e h ead of th e 
train. 
A rriving at th e cab, 
h e 
took in th e situation at once, and, 
pulling th e th rottle wide open, th e 
engine made a lunge forward, pull­ 
ing th e train with it. 
In two or th ree minutes th e tram 
was in th e open air, with th e h obo, 
more dead th an alive, prostrated 
on the engineer’s seat, but with h is 
hands still on th e th rottJe. 
A t th e 
mouth of th e tunnel a switch en­ 
gine and crew came to th e relief of 
the party . 
Every man on th at train would 
no doubt h ave been dead with in 
ten minutes h ad it not been for th e 
h eroism and presence of mind of

WAsniNt.iv N, March 19 .— Th e 
campa:,;,ii 01 extermination of rats 
h as begun on th e i’acific 
cosL^t, 
Surgeon General W y man, of th e 
marine h ospital service, 
h in re­ 
ceipt ot a copy of th e address is­ 
sued by ph y sicians to th e citizens 
of Astoria, Ore., and vicinity . Th e 
address reads : 
“ As a matter of precaution, to 
prevent th e bubonic plague getting 
a footh old h ere, we urge upon y ou 
th e necessity of poisoning all rats 
about y our h omes as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
It h as been found, with out 
doubt, th at rats not only take th is 
disease th emselves, 
but are th e 
most active agents of spreading it 
abroad. 
“ In th e larger cities of Europe, 
as was th e case in Asia and Ch ina, 
a wh olesale crusade against rats is 
being waged at present; not be­ 
cause of th e presence of th e plague, 
but to prevent its extension sh ould 
any cases occur. 
Th is course is 
particularly urged by th e ph y si­ 
cians living in th e plague-stricken 
countries. 
“ A nd 
«0 , considering th e rapid 
extension of th is disease in th e 
Sandwich Islands and oth er coun­ 
tries bordering on th e 
Pacific 
ocean, h aving frequent intercourse 
with our Pacific coast ports, we 
submit th is advice for y our earnest 
consideration. ”

I had a fine job somewhere,

had lots of money after that.

“ I ’d average a robbery abou t 
twice a week. 
My 
operations 
were mostly arou nd the big stores. 
“ In 1869 I tackled my first safe­ 
cracking job.

States bonds. 
I got $20,000 of it 
as a starter and began to blow it in. 
I went abroad like a prince and 
lived u p that $20,000 in a very few 
weeks. 
Then I was cau ght and 
sentenced to five years.

of the bonds the police fou nd in a 
mattress in a garret. 
“ I ’ve lost track of how many 
bu rglaries I ’ve committed, bu t 1 
think it’s abou t 50» ). 
I know I ’ve 
realized over $300.000 in all, and 
think it’s probably half as mu ch 
again. 
W henever 
1 wanted money 
I stole. 
“ The life is by no means of the 
dime novel sort. It gets to be hard 
work after the novelty wears off. If 
I cou ld live over again I ’d not 
tou ch even a pin that was not my 
own.

“ Still, I don’t know how to pre­ 
vent these bu rglaries. 
Virtu e has 
so little reward. A man may work j 
for years and may be get $20 or $30 
a week. 
If he tu rns to crime he 
has a king’s income, even if he 
does go to jail now and then.
